PAYING AN OLD DEBT. 


A merchant, very extensively engaged in com- 


meree, and located upon the Long Wharf, died Feb

NEW CITY AT HADLEY FALLS, 

The Springfield Republican has a long and inter- 
esting sketch of the new city, which was commenced 
|at Hadley Falls less than two years ago 
pany have a capital of $4,000,000, 
land adjoining. The fall in the Connecticut at that 
| point is about 59 feet. ‘Two canals run on a parallel 
at right angles from the river, 300 feet apart, for half 
amile. They are each 140 feet wide, 15 to 20 deep, 
with massive 9 foot walls at the bottom. They are 
connected at the entrance by a strong dam, nearly 
completed, and a lock enables boats to pass from one 
to the other, the bed of the lower being 20 feet below 
that of the upper. 

Between the canals, the Company intend to con- 
| struct four first class factories. One is nearly ready 
| for the machinery. The foundations of the second 
jare already laid. One of these factories will carry 
15,000 spindles, and give employment to 800 or 1000 
persons. There are to be four blocks, of 12 tenements 
each, three stories high. One block is nearly done 
Besides these, the Company have already finshed 32 
neat two-story buildings, occupying a square of 190 
by 400 feet. ‘They are principally vecupied by me- 
chanics. Other structures have gone up. 

Individual enterprise too has done wonders. Streets 
run parallel with the canals ata distance of 500 feet, 
and others cross there at right angles every 1000 feet 
Substantial brick stores of the first class have gone 
up. A fine hotel is to be located near the depot. An 
immense reservoir on the hill wall distribute the river 
water through the new city.

To-day we lost a soldier by cholera, the second only 
since our march commenced. He was a private named 
Caldwell, a man of excellent character, and much re- 
| gretted by his officers. His funeral took place in the 
evening, after retreat. I followed the procession to 
the spot selected for his grave. the head of a small ra- 
vine inthe rear of the camp, and shaded by large cotton 
| wood trees. He was buried in his blanket, the camp 
furnishing no material for a coffin. The burial service 
was read over him by one officer, the dust and ashes 
seattered, and the first shovelful of earth thrown in by 
another, and as the last rays of the sun glanced athwart 
the turf, the erack of the rifle paid hum the soldier's 
tribute.

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FARM WORK FOR AUGUST. 


The important labors for August are approaching. 
The haying and the grain harvesting are first to be fin- 
ished, and then commence the permanent improvements 
on the farm. August is the month when low lands 
are cleared and subdued to the best advantage. August 
jis the best month for sowing certain grass seeds and 
winter rye. August is the best time to ditch bog lands 
and drain them preparatory for English grass. It is 
also a good month to enrich high lands by ploughing 
Many other improvements which cannot well be made 
in other seasons are appropriate for August. Let no 
farmer think of remaining idle in this important month 

In preparing wet and boggy lands for grass seed, the 
| first move is to drain them. The mud that is dug from 
the ditches is all wanted on the surface, and it will all 
act as manure provided you let it le in heaps ull an- 
jother year. Itis well, therefore, to dig your ditches 
lone whole year previous to sowing. ‘The plan with 
_ which we have succeeded best, is to dig our ditches 

parallel with each other, and four rods apart. ‘This 
| will drain nearly all your peat and boggy lands as 
much as you would wish, and the contents of the 
ditches are all wanted for the surface. The mud may 
lie on the bank for a year ; this will completely subdue 
all the sward that lies under it, and when you come to 
spread it next year you will find that the mud from 
your ditches has done much towards cowering the 
whole surface between them. 

When this is spread you can cart or wheel earth from 
the adjoining high land to cover the whole surface and 
bury all the wild grass that grew there. ‘This is the 
best mode of subduing peat grounds in all cases where 
earth from the high land is not distant, and the mead- 
ow is hard enough to bear wheels. For all the earth 
that is carried on from the high grounds is wanted not 
only to subdue the old sod and grass and small bushes, 
but to remain permanently and warm and drain the 





t, other cases paring and burning may be more 
proper. Often we find surface matter that needs burn- 
ing, and the ashes from this matter are excellent to 
encourage the new grass seed. They give you twoor 
three harvests without other manuriog. Ploughing and 
planting may be the cheapest mode of subduing when 
that course is feasible. Early potatoes may be dug 
svon enough for sowing grass seed, and a potato crop 
may pay much of the cost of subduing. 

Besides there are large quantities of land that need 
no other draining than that which is effected by the 
plough. ‘They le low and flat, and are not suitable 
for ullage; for they are too wet at planting time.— 
‘These lands should be worked in August or Septem- 
ver. Farmers are usually loth to put a plough into 
such svile—and it was a maxim of long standing that 
if you subdued them and sow English grass the whole 
will soon turn Indian again and the labor will be lost.

‘T'o the temperate, it is an 
active exciting cause.s For the drinker, it is not ad- 
visable to drop off the use suddenly ; but the quantity 
should be diminished rather than increased. 

* In Albany, in 1832, the cholera was very severe 
and fatal. Of 336 cases, all but 16 terminated fatally. 
Of these 140 were intemperate, 55 free drinkers, 131 
moderate, 5 stretly temperate—but all but one im- 
moderate eaters, two members of the temperance so- 
eieties, and one idiot. In that city, which had a pop- 


the temperance societies of whom only two died 
With these facts in view, who can doubt the danger of 
spirit drinking.”’
